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was made light and glad, and his soul 
filled with gratitude and praise (Mark 
5: 22-43.) 

Every true parent can understand the 
deep concern of Jairus for his dying 
child. Many have passed through a sim- 
ilar experience. They recall sleepless 
nights as they watched over a beloved 
child who hovered between life and 
death. Earnest and persistent prayer 
was made for its recovery. Perhaps 
your prayer was answered, or maybe the 
Lord, having some higher purpose to 
fulfill, took that dear one to be with 
Himself, and gave special grace to be 
submissive to His will. We live in a 
day when parents are exceptionally con- 
cerned for the material welfare of their 
children. They give the greatest atten- 
tion to their health and education. Great 
sacrifices are made in order to give them 
the best education possible. The great 
ambition of many parents is to see their 
sons and daughters successful in their 
chosen vocation, and admired by the 
world for their stature, vigor, and 
achievements in the realm of sport. 

How different is the case when we turn 
to the moral and spiritual realm! Most 
parents are far more concerned that their 
children should win the coveted prizes of 
this world, than that they should follow 
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Christ and win eternal life. It is not 
surprising, seeing that they show little 
concern for their own spiritual welfare. 
They are nominal church members at- 
tending the services on special occasions. 
They live for self, and love the world. 
Maybe they send their children to the 
Sunday school, the Bible class, but all 
too soon they follow in their parents’ 
footsteps, and God has little or no place 
in their lives. An artisan who lived 
only for this world said to the writer, 
“I send my girl to Sunday school, and 
when she grows up she can choose for 
herself how she spends her Sabbath.” 
The reply was made that “There is lit- 
tle question as to what she will do, see- 
ing she is under your influence in the 
home continuously, while her Sunday 
school teacher has her for but one brief 
hour.” He was reminded that “example 
is better than precept,” and that a child’s 
character is largely determined by the 
words, deeds, and character of the par- 
ents in the home. Observation and ex- 
perience teach us the truth of the words 
of the prophet, “As is the mother, so is the 
daughter” : (Ezek, 16:44). It is because 
parents are worldly, indifferent, neglect- 
ful, that there is-such a terrible falling off 
of children in our Sunday schools, Bible 
classes, churches. The task of Christian 
workers becomes increasingly difficult 
and discouraging, because of the utter 
indifference of parents to things spiritual 
and eternal. There is no hope for the 
children or the state until. Christ is 
given His rightful place in the home. 

Multitudes are paying a heavy price 
for the neglect of their own moral and 
spiritual welfare. Their children, whose 
material well-being they were so anxious 
to promote, go sadly astray, and bring 
them much sorrow and remorse. When 
their children make a wretched bungle 
of their lives they put the blame on 
them, charging them with ingratitude, 
with having dishonored the family name. 
Parents fail to see their own personal 
responsibility and guilt; they fail to see 
how different things would have been 
if only they had been loyal followers 
of the Lord Jesus Christ. Sowing the 
seeds of worldly ambition, of worldly 
pleasure, of Sunday desecration in the 
hearts of their children, they are foraed 
to reap a terrible and a bitter harvest. 
Parents cannot shelve their responsi- 
bility for their lack of Christian instruc- 
tion and example in the home; they 
cannot place the responsibility on the 
church, the Sunday school, the Bible 
class, if they have been indifferent and 
neglectful. In the great day of Judg- 
ment, they will be called upon to give 
an account of their stewardship as par- 
ents, and great will be their sense of 
guilt as they realize their failure, in the 
past, to train their children aright. 

A beautiful feature of Scottish home 
life of a past generation was the deep 
concern of parents for the moral and 
spiritual welfare of their children. While 
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they .were deeply interested in their 
material welfare, and made the greatest 
sacrifices to give them a university edu- 
cation, they were even more interested 
in their spiritual progress. This is beau- 
tifully illustrated in the autobiography 
of Dr. John G. Paton. Setting out on a 
forty-mile walk to Glasgow to improve 
his education, he was accompanied part 
of the way by his father. “For the last 
mile or so,” he says, “we walked on in 
almost unbroken silence. His lips kept 
moving in silent prayer for me. We 
halted on reaching the appointed parting 
place: he grasped my hand firmly for 
a minute in silence, and then solemnly 
and affectionately said: ‘God bless you, 
my son! Your father’s God prosper you, 
and keep you from all evil.’ Unable 
to say more, his lips kept moving in 
silent prayer; in tears we embraced, and 
parted. I watched through blinding tears 
till his form faded from my gaze; and 
then, hastening on my way, vowed 
deeply and oft, by the help of God, to 
live and act so as never to grieve or 
dishonor such a father and mother as 
He had given me.” But for those godly 
parents, it is doubtful if there would 
ever have been the missionary Dr. John 
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G. Paton, whom Mr. Spurgeon called 
“King of the Cannibal Islands.” 

In spite of exceptions to the rule, the 
words of Scripture are true, “Train up 
a child in the way he should go: and 
when he is old, he will not depart from 
it” (Prov, 22:6). When parents show 
a beautiful, Christlike example before 
their children, they make an indelible 
impression on their young hearts and 
minds. The writer thinks of a Methodist 
home, in an English village, where there 
were six young children. Early in life 
they were inspired by their parents’ 
noble example to love and serve the 
Saviour. Today they are still following 
in their parents’ footsteps, and two 
have been used as officers in the Sal- 
vation Army to lead many to Christ. 

When ¢hildren grow up in an atmos- 
phere of love, reverence, prayer; when 
they see their parents ready to make 
the greatest sacrifices for Christ’s sake, 
for the cause of truth and righteousness, 
then parents will have the joy of seeing 
their children successful in the highest 
sense of the word, for they will “grow 
in grace, and in the knowledge of our 
Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ” (2 Pet. 
3:18).

Did Christ Die of a Broken Heart? 


In presenting certain thoughts to the 
Bible class which I am leading, I have 
referred to John 19:34, “But one of 
the soldiers with a spear pierced his 
side, and forthwith came there out 
blood and water,” with the observa- 
tion that this was evidence that our 
Lord’s death was not wholly from 
physical exhaustion or shock, but in a 
great measure due to the spiritual or 
emotional anguish caused by the ter- 
rific burden of “the sins of the whole 
world”; in other words, He died of a 
broken heart. One of our class mem- 
bers, a doctor of medicine, with a ve 
nearly perfect Sunday school attend- 
ance of some thirty zones, being pres- 
ent, we asked what he thought of the 
interpretation or significance of the 
water which came forth. He stated 
that there is no scientific support for 
the thought that the presence of water 
on that occasion indicated that mental 
or emotional anguish was a cause of 
death. 

Believing that you can set me right 
in this, I am presuming on your time 
and space to let me, and likely many 
others interested, know the truth of 
the matter—A Kansas reader.

The question asked in the above letter 
is an interesting one. There are many 
angles to a discussion regarding the 


‘ death of our Lord, and the exact cause 


of death, from the human standpoint, 
has caused much inquiry. The. period 
of time on the cross in the case of Jesus 
was very short; not. infrequently, those 
who were crucified hung five or six 


- days before death ended their suffering. 


How then, it is asked, may we explain 


the fact that it required only six hours 
to end the earthly life of the Lord 
Jesus? 

It must be remembered that Jesus had 
definitely informed the disciples that 
His life was completely under His con- 
trol— “No man taketh it from me, but 
I lay it down of myself. I have power 
to lay it down, and I have power to 
take it again” (John 10:18). So, in the 
last analysis His life. was laid down by 
His cwn will, and we read that when 
the last moment arrived, “he gave up 
the ghost” (Luke 23:46). (This has been 
rendered, “He dismissed his _spirit.”) 
But, obviously there were other human 
considerations entering into His death. 

According to the Levitical law, the 
paschai lamb had to be slain on this 
particular ‘day. Then, the interesting 
question arises, Did our Lord adopt a 
method of bringing His life to a close 
at this apnointed time, so that the Lamb 
of God would meet all the requirements 
of the Law? 

A careful reading of Psalm 22, verses 
14 to 17, provides us with a vivid and 
accurate description of the physical con- 
dition of the divine Sufferer. Note the 
astonishing details. First, “I am poured 
out like water” — dehydration. Doubt- 
less little streams of perspiration ran 
down His body, leading to acute thirst 
and other symptoms resulting from lack 
of water in the body. Second, there 
was dislocation of the joints — especially 
true, possibly, of the shoulder joints,

ws! | WAITED patiently for the Lord; 
and he inclined unto me, and 
heard my cry. He brought me up 
also out of an horrible pit, out of the 
miry clay, and set my feet upon a rock, 
and established my goings. And he hath 
put a new song in my mouth, even praise 
unto our God: many shall see it, and fear, 
and shall trust in the Lord.” 

Thus opens one of the Messianic 
Psalms, the fortieth. Our Lord Jesus 
Christ was, for our sake, in the hor- 
rible pit, the miry clay, but was raised 
again because of our justification And 
now I eiaploy this language as my testi- 
mony, For truly, “he brought me up 
also” out of the “horrible pit” (of sin), 
and “out of the miry clay” (of false Sev- 
enth-Day Adventism). To the glory of 
His matchless name, I gladly tell my 
story of these miraculous deliverances. 

I was reared in a typical Seventh-Day 
Adventist home. My parents at the 
time of my birth were Methodists. But 
after considerable persuasion, they were, 
during my boyhood, induced to accept 
the teachings of Adventism. Being of 
the earnest sort, they soon became thor- 
oughly devoted to their newly embraced 
faith, and conscientiously reared their 
children in conformity to its peculiar 
and exacting principles. One of the re- 
quirements of Adventism is that much 
time be given, both in homes and 
schools, to the study of the “testimonies” 
(meaning the voluminous writings of 
the movement’s supposedly inspired 
messenger, Mrs. E. G, White). 


An Easy Prey to Temptation 

The result of my meticulous training 
in home and school was that I merely 
imbibed head knowledge vf a system of 
religion. When, because of stringent 
financial circumstances, it became neces- 
sary for me to leave the moral shelter 
of home, I had merely been sreligiously 
influenced and doctrinally informed. But 
in neither home nor school had I been 
taught the trué Gospel. I knew nothing 
about the miracle of the new birth. I 
was not saved. As might be expected, 
I fell an easy prey to the temptations 
Satan laid for me on every side. For 
nearly fifteen years I was enchained 
by such sinful habits as drinking, cigaret 
smoking, gambling, dance-hall carous- 
ing, cursing, lying, and cheating. A 
“horrible pit” ! 

But the time came when I began to 
realize my lost condition. I was sick 
of sin. I had not for years attended

church services of any description. No 
Christian worker was with me to point 
to the Way. The Lord Jesus Himself, 
by His Holy Spirit, wooed me, night and 
day, for six weeks. At last, I humbly 
repented of my sins, and in simple faith 
received Him who came “to seek and to 
save that which was lost.” 

I can never forget that transaction with 
God, when my sins were rolled away, 
when miy vise-like evil habits were defi- 
nitely broken, and when my heart be- 
came the abiding place of the Holy 
Spirit with His glorious peace and joy. 
I was not in a revival meeting; I was 
standing alone waiting for a streetcar 
in a Midwestern city that November 
night in 1914. It was as our Lord said, 
“All that the Father giveth me shall 
come to me; and him that cometh to me 
I will in no wise cast out.” 

What a wonderful experience of soul 
rest was mine as a result of that quiet 
curbstone meeting with my long-patient 
Redeemer! How miraculous was my 
complete deliverance, in that very hour, 
from prolonged bondage to my many sin- 
ful practices! What a transformation 
was wrought by God’s grace alone! I 
became literally “a new creature,” wit- 
nessing and making restitutions. That 
night the Holy Spirit began within me 
a “good work,” which, I gladly testify, 
He has continued to this time, and will, 
I am confident, “perform ... until the 
day of Jesus Christ.” 

Naturally, I felt that I should at once 
unite with some church. Recalling my 
childhood instruction (which I had never 
questioned) that the Seventh-Day Ad- 
ventist movement constituted the one 
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true church, I promptly looked up an 
Adventist church and made arrange- 
ments for baptigaaae induction into * Zi 
its membership.” ‘That was mofe than 
thirty years ago. Pitre th®ttrst 

of those years I was unsuspectingly sat- 
isfied to go on serving in that which I 
found, to my sorrow, to be an unequal 
yoke. 

In less than a year after my conver- 
sion, I accepted a position with the pub- 
lishing house at the Seventh-Day Ad- 
ventist headquarters in Washington, 
D. C., where I worked earnestly in the 
promulgation of what I then sincerely 
believed to be Scriptural truth. Spir- 
itual conditions among our institutional 
workers and church members puzzled 
me, but up to that time I had no doubts 
as to the doctrinal soundness of the sect. 
When, about four years later, I was in- 
vited by the Adventist General Confer- 
ence mission board to go to India as man- 
ager of the denomination’s publishing 
house at Lucknow, I went, believing that 
EF was obeying God’s call to publish His 
truth. Upon my arrival in India, I was 
also appointed editor of the field’s Eng- 
lish periodical. About the same time I 
was ordained as an elder, and thereafter 
served as pastor of the mission head- 
quarters English church. 


Eighteen Months on “Husks” 


On the mission field I was not long in 
discerning the same conditions of spir- 
itual sloth’ and impotence, of marked 
unfaithfulness to denominational prin- 
ciples as set forth by Mrs. White, that I 
had observed with perplexity in Wash- 
ington. I confess with regret that the 
situation discouraged me, even to the 
point of drawing me into a backslidden 
state. For eighteen months I fed on 
“husks.” Then, like the prodigal son in 
the parable of grace, I came to myself 
and returned to my Father. In a jungle 
prayer meeting, He met me, forgave me, 
and heard my vows of reconsecration. 

I then took an earnest, open stand for 
a spiritual revival among both mission 
workers and members of the denomina- 
tion throughout the field. To my great 
disappointment, however, my well-meant 
endeavors for an awakening were largely 
ineffective. Denominational leaders were 
uninterested. They misinterpreted my 
undertaking, and in various ways pro- 
duced discouraging opposition. I felt 
compelled to abandon the task, resign 
my position in the publishing house, and 
return to America. It was because of 
my zeal for all that Adventism stands 
for, that I left the field where I had 
been trying to serve in an unequal yoke. 

But —as I have since realized with 
gratitude to our sovereign God -—it was 
during that period on the mission field, 
characterized as it was’ by trying ex- 
periences, that I began to discern, 
vaguely, rays of light from the Word 
of Truth which finally led to my libera- 
tion from a_ soul-shackling religion.

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A Survey of Religious Life 


and Thought

ACQUES COURVOISIER is Profes- 
sor in Church History in the Uni- 
versity of Geneva. In an issue of 

the Rochester Seminary Bulletin of some 
years ago appeared notes of a conversa- 
tion with him which stand out from the 
dreary pages of this Bulletin with oasis- 
like freshness. Rochester Professor 
Nixon reduces God to an almost deper- 
sonalized law or principle. Professor 
Courvoisier holds Him in Christian rev- 
erence: “A man must use the words of 
his own vocabulary and all too often 
this implies that God can be adequately 
described within these verbal bounds. 
It is impossible to assume that those 
terms which apply to man apply to God. 

“One must take care lest one impose 
upon God the limits of man’s imple- 
ments of thought. God’s revelations are 
not dependent upon man’s rationality. 
When one understands that God never 
reveals His nature and purpose through 
natural, rational means, one finds no 
difficulty in accepting such things as the 
Virgin Birth as literal truth.’ Paul thinks 
of the things of the reason as foolishness. 
God uses man’s faith to reveal Himself, 
never his reason or intelligence.” 

When asked concerning the relation 
of the Gospel of Jesus Christ to religion 
in general and to other fields of human 
knowledge such as psychology, history, 
and natural sciences, Mr. Courvoisier 
replied: “When one speaks from the 
plane of all these fields of knowledge, 
one must consider all of their findings; 
‘even ‘religion’ in its general broad sense 
belongs on this plain where thorough 
inquiry is necessary.. But the Gospel, 
Jesus Himself, is not in the same classi- 
fication. It, He, cut vertically across this 
plane as a special revelation which comes 
directly from God and is the same in all 
ages. Thus ivis of the nature of noth- 
ing else known to man: the Gospel and 
Jesus Christ stand alone, are apart from 
human knowledge as the only revelation 
of God Himself.” 

M. Courvoisier believes that death is 
punishment sent from God in return for 
man’s sinfulness. This is suggested in 
Genesis, in the words of Jesus and Paul, 
and elsewhere. Death is not just a natu- 
ral phenomenon, an end which, like a 
beginning, is envisaged for all life. It 
is an abrupt cutting off of man’s exist- 
ence which can be remedied only by 
Christ through whose death those who 
believe in Him will be saved. The life 
after death is not merely a continued 
existence of the personality, the soul. 
It is a complete new beginning, a second 
birth, which comes only to those who

accept Christ and have received his sal- 
vation.” 


The Catholic Biblical Association was 
organized in Washington in 1936. On 
the occasion of its tenth anniversary, 
a review of its activities was made by 


the Rev. J. G. Hanley, who stated that. 


the original membership of 48 had grown 
to 190, which includes practically all 
the leaders of Catholic scholarship in 
the United States. Parallel with its 
work in erudition has gone the publica- 
tion by the Confraternity of Christian 
Doctrine of a new translation of the 
,New Testament. Of this Testament 
Father Hanley says: 

“It has won the ‘hearts of the laity. 
The ever-increasing sale of the new edi- 
tion shows that a greater percentage of 
our laity than ever before are reading 
the Sacred Scriptures. And this new 
popularity of the Word of God insures 
a wide and enthusiastic interest in the 
new translation of the Old Testament 
which the Association is soon to put on 
the market. 

“Another aspect of the picture which 
differs vastly from that of ten years ago 
is the use of Sacred Scriptures, and es- 
pecially of the New Testament text, in 
the teaching of religion. Tremendous 
strides have been made in introducing 
the New Testament itself as a religious 
text in the Catholic schools of the United 
States and Canada. The exaggerated 
reverence of a generation ago, which 
would not permit the Sacred Text to 
be put to classroom use, has given way 
to a proper appreciation of it as the 
first ranking textbook provided by Christ 
Himself for His pupils to learn of Him 
‘who was meek and humble of heart.’ 

“It is of enormous benefit to priests 
in their teaching and preaching to have 
the Scriptural background of individual 
doctrines, the Old Testament types and 
figures, the Gospel references, etc., 
clearly indicated and their application 
explained.” 

The speaker then made the following 
interesting observations: 

Finally, may I bring to your attention 
the experience of a number of priests 
in dealing with converts during recent 
years. Those whom I have in mind are 
Canadians, but I presume this condition 
is much the same throughout North 
America. Up to a generatioh ago most 
of our converts had been brought up 
on the Bible as non-Catholics. As a re- 
sult of their Sunday school teaching and 
home training, they were familiar with 
its stories and more common texts and 
had read at least the greater part of 
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it. The principal difficulty facing the 
priest-instructor was to establish the 
position of the Church as the supreme 
authority in religion, instead of the 
Bible. 

“Today the vast majority of the adults 
seeking admission to the Catholic 
Church have no denominational affilia- 
tion and have received practically no 
religious instruction. They know noth- 
ing about the Bible, having never opened 
it. Consequently, when the priest puts 
it into their hands and introduces them 
to its stories and texts, it is something 
entirely new to them. They are exposed 
to the tremendous influence of the In- 
spired Word in all its freshness.” 

After this attractive estimate of Scrip- 
ture, the following sounds very different. 


Loyola University, Chicago, a Jesuit 
College, has published “The Ceremonial 
of the Ordination to the Priesthood,” 
on the cover of which are the words 
of the 110th Psalm, “Thou art a priest 
for ever.” The introduction reads: 

“Great and almost incomprehensible 
is the dignity of the priest of God. No 
earthly honor is in any way comparable 
to it. The priest is a man set apart 
from among thousands, invested with a 
power divine in its origin as well as 
in its scope, enriched with graces in 
keeping with his exalted character that 
shall distinguish him from other men 
throughout all eternity. For the priest 
has received power to do precisely that 
work which our Divine Lord would have 
done had He remained upon earth. He 
is the ambassador, the legate, the vicar 
of Christ; he is even, as we say, an alter 
Christus [another Christ]. He has re- 
ceived authority ... to open heaven to 
mankind. . . . Mary as the mother of 
the Church is in a very special manner 
the protectoress of priests.” 


A recent debate in the Swedish Parlia- 
ment was concerned with drunken driv- 
ing. All the speakers expressed concern 
at the murderous increase of the evil 
thing, and proposal was made for the 
prohibition of drinking some hours be- 
fore driving. There was the usual line- 
up. While admitting that there is a 
steady intrease in accidents and killings 
due to drink, the opposition insisted that 
“the time was not ripe” for such a step, 
that it would not find acceptance with 
the general public, that it would be vio- 
lated, that it were better to enforce 
more strictly’ present regulations than 
to legalize new ones. 

To ‘which Justice Schlyter replied: 
“Whose ‘ripeness’ shall we wait for, the 
drunken drivers’ or their victims’? I 
have the distinct feeling that public 
feeling against this evil has intensified. 
Severe legislation in Norway has won 
acceptance in the public consciousness. 
Five years ago it would have occurred 
to no one to demand the printing. in 
the newspapers, in lists, the names of 
drunken drivers, and that whipping of 
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men convicted of drunken driving be 
introduced. 

“Drunken driving has become so seri- 
ous a social evil that I feel every plan 
which is not actually inhuman and which 
can be effective for our protection should 
be tried out. I cannot consider the de- 
mand for abstinence some hours before 
driving as ‘inhuman.’” | 

Then came discussion regarding blood 
tests for alcohol. The researches of Dr. 
Goldberg of the Karolinska Institute 
were described. He has discovered that 
“the threshold” for alcohol’s action in 
certain elementary functions, important 
in auto-driving, lies. as low as three- 
tenths of a drop of alcohol to 1,000 of 
blood, far below the present limit fixed 
by Swedish law of eight-tenths per 
mille. ‘ ° 

Followed an indignant address by 
Senator Johan Barg. He acknowledged 
that he had no competence in the sci- 
entific side of the matter. He spoke 
only as a representative of public opin- 
ion generally. He would express the 
bitterness he and others felt, that the 
authorities were so feeble when it came 
to. finding a reasonable solution. “Day 
after day we read in the newspapers, 
column up and column down, story after 
story which stir one’s feelings to their 
depths. They recount how these auto 
terrorists drive about, morg or less in- 
toxicated, riding down children and old 
people, and for that matter, strong and 
well, for none are able to avoid them. 
And the authorities have no remedy to 
propose, only blood-proofs and examina- 
tions as to how much alcohol they have 
consumed. And then they measure out 
a fine which the angry public considers 
absurd.” 

He had a feeling that such fellows 
should be whipped. If not, other reme- 
dies must be found. “Oh, yes, it: is 
punishment which one does not gener- 
ally recommend and not seriously now, 
but it raises one’s indignation to see 
how these drinking drivers carry on. If 
there is any reasonable way to get at 
this iniquity,. then ‘don’t skimp gun- 
powder. It is no time for tenderness. 
I believe that the authorities would find 
backing in the great public for measures 
of this sort.” 

(To this speech, adds the record, Sena- 
tors Andersson, Bjérk, and Sundelin 
registered their approval.) 


“Understanding” is the title of a little 
quarterly publication of the Committee 
on Cooperation with Churches of the 
National Association of. Manufacturers. 
Its aim is to enlist the churches in a 
campaign against Communism, and its 
chairman is Mr. Jasper E. Crane, an 
elder in, the Presbyterian church in 
Wilmington, Délaware, who is also vice- 
president of Du Ponts. 

In its salutatory, Understanding states, 
“We would like to have you register your 
opinions in exactly the same candid and 
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outspoken manner which has character- 
ized (certain) conferences.” 

So we will do so. The leading figure 
among the,Du Ponts is engaged at the 
present time in an attempt to break 
down temperance instruction in the pub- 
lic schools of this land. Do Christian 
ministers want to co-operate with such 
a man? . For years they held up the 
Christian ministry to contempt and con- 
tumely in the well-remembered figure 
of the old man with the umbrella ‘and 
shabby silk hat, with which their Asso- 
ciation Against the Prohibition Amend- 
ment caricatured self-sacrificing and 
patriotic drys, ministers among ¢éthers, 
if not chiefly. Their money broke down 
what Mr. Edison called “the greatest 
forward step in human history,” the 
18th Amendment. Their record is dis- 
played on page after page of the Muni- 
tions Inquiry of Senator Nye’s Commit- 
tee. Now they seek the co-operation 
of the Christian ministry. Do they think 
we are that forgetful? 


The Apostle Peter, in his Second Let- 
ter, wrote that he would “always [put 
them] in remembrance of these things, 
though ye knows them, and be estab- 
lished in the present truth” (1:12). What 
idea does that word “present” convey 
in this connection? Little or nothing to 
me, as translated. The Greek word is 
parousia, and the Abbott-Smith Lexicon 
allows to it, in this place, the significance 
of the Second Advent. “That ye may 
be established in the Advent truth,” the 
truth of the. Lord’s reappearing. The 
context supports this, for it goes on to 
speak of the power and coming of the 
Lord Jesus Christ, of which the Trans- 
figuration was a type, and of that more 
sure word of prophecy, the light which 
shineth in a dark place until the day 
dawn, and the day star ariseth. 

The Bible Churchman tells how a mis- 
sionary in China stirred up the pure 
minds of a gathering of Christians by 
way of remembrance (1 Pet. 3:1). 

“It was an intensely hot evening and 
our attention was perhaps flagging as 
the speaker pressed home the glories 
of the Second Coming. Sudderily he 
quietly walked down the aisle and out. 
What could have happened? The heat 
must have evercome him! We sat 
quietly, and presently he came back, 
looking just the same. 

“*Now,’ said he, ‘did you not think 
of me more when I was absent than 
when I was here? And was not the 
thought foremost in mind, ‘Will he re- 
turn?’” \ 

Then we realized it. He had por- 
trayed to us the Second Coming. We 
had learned our lesson through the eye 
gate on that hot evening in far-away 
Shantung. 


A writer in l’Aurore of Montreal says 
that although the Roman Church is as 
powerful here as almost anywhere elge 
except in Spain, it owes its power largely 
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to pressure. Thousands would not at- 
tend church at all if clerical influence 
did not affect their business or profes- 
sional prosperity. He mentions the edi- 
tor of a weekly, the official organ of the 
church, if you please, in.a little provin- 
cial town. He was a freethinker, nay, 
an atheist, but, findirig himself hard up, 
took this position involving the defense 
of everything he considered most idiotic 
in our social, political, and religious life. 
He went to church every Sunday, hav- 
ing rented a pew close to the main altar 
of: the Cathedral, “This man had the 
most facile pen I have ever known. I 
have had many conversations with him 
in the course of which I tried to make 
him see the richness and beauty of the 
Evangelical message. He was considered 
to be a good Catholic and his superiors 
made eulogy of his touching devo- 
QO. 65 

“Lately the Leagues of the Sacred 
Heart organized a great night parade 
with torches, over a distance of four 
miles between Pointe aux Trembles and 
the chapel.of the Redemption. Every 
pressure of pulpit and press was brought 
to bear to make this.a gigantic demon- 
stration of ten thousand torches. It 
started at 11 p.m., and there were a 
thousand, more or less, who took part, 
many by constraint as that young work- 
man who said to me the day after, ‘I 
would rather have rested at home. Mais 
que voulez-vous! One of the leaders 
of the League is my employer, and I 
would have been dismissed if I had not 
participated. I was not the only one 
acting for this, reason.’” 


Varia.—The publisher of the Soythern 
Presbyterian Journal informs me that in 
the last year the names of 5,000 new 
subscribers have been added to its sub- 
scription list, making 12,000 in all. This 
is a good measure of the rising protest 
against Modernism among Southern 
Presbyterians. 

The Word of Life Fellowship of the 
Youth for Christ Movement has acquired 
property of 89 acres in the Adirondacks 
for a summer camp. A millionaire’s es- 
tate, worth $250,000, was purchased for 
cash at $25,000. It plans to operate from 
June 23 to Labor Day in September for 
young people’s conferences and outdoor 
refreshment. There are accommodations 
for 200 each week at $18. There will be 
outstanding Bible teachers and mission- 
aries. e 

The Rev. Stefano Testa, Box 342, San 
Diego, Calif., is heading a movement 
for the distribution of Gospels of John 
(Global Edition, with helpful notes; cost, 
five cents) to the key person in every 
Italian home in America and Italy. “We 
have a list of 250 missionaries and vol- 
unteer workers who are ready to do 
‘home visitation evangelism’ as a ‘labor 
of love,’ without any cost to us.” 

The Hyde Park Baptist Church, Chi- 
cago, a_ thorough-paced modernist 
church, has this ahnouncement on a bul- 
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letin: “High school young people are 
invited to be present at a pot-luck sup- 
per on Sunday, October 13, at 5.30 in the 
South Club Room. At 7 o’clock Father 
Joseph D. Connerton will speak on the 
meaning of the Mass, illuminating his 
address with motion pictures.” 

Native pastors of the Marshall Islands 
met on December 21, 1946, in their first 
conference since 1938. Five new pastors 
were ordained. The only white person 
present was Miss Eleanor Wilson of the 
American Board (Congregationalist). 
The Associated Press report in the Des 
Moines Tribune, January 13, 1947, closed 
with, “Miss Wilson is working to get 
the natives to liberalize their require- 
ments for church membership, which at 
present bar anyone who smokes, drinks, 
or dances.” A missionary heroine in- 
deed ! 


The Dance is the subject of discussion 
in the correspondence columns of Le 
Christianisme, and a French pastor’s 
wife makes sound observations. She 
replies to the old appeal to David’s ex- 


_ ample when he “danced before the Lord 


with all his might” by a reference to 
the preceding chapter where it is re- 
corded that “David took him more con- 
cubines and wives out of ‘ Jerusalem.” 
Hardly an ethical guide for our time! 
Further “the dances of biblical times 
had nothing in common with our tangos, 
javas, and swing [American dances]. 

“The problem of the dance,” she says, 
“is in my judgment one of the princi- 
pal preoccupations of those who have 
responsibility for the young, and for 
youth itself a great, if got the greatest 
stumbling block. During fourteen years 
my Husband and I have had to do with 
the young people of a parish, especially 
with young girls, and have had much 
experience. When, young people are 
converted, truly so, they inevitably give 
up dancing. Our modern dances with 
their atmosphere of perversion and im- 
purity, their jazz, their Negro melo- 
dies (American again), are no place for 
Christians” (Maguie Pitot). 

Meanwhile the First Baptist Church 
in Fitchburg, where the present writer 
happens to be staying, has just voted 
for dancing in its church house. The 
pastor came from Colgate-Rochester 
Seminary. 


‘“The Liberal as an Evangelist” was 
the title of an article in the Colgate- 
Rochester Bulietin which I noticed in 
running through a file of that publica- 
tion. The writer, who came from the 
Swedish Baptists to the Rochester Semi- 
nary, evidently has a tender memory 
of the past, for he says: “My friend 
Reuben Nelson, State Convention Sec- 
retary of Minnesota, once raised the 
question why his evangelist father in 
the Swedish Baptist Convention of Min- 
nesota a generation ago won so many 
more converts to Christ than some of 
us do with all our seminary training — 


’ with results. 
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homiletics, religious education, church 
choirs, and the rest. He answered his 
own question by saying, ‘I believe it 
was because my father and other min- 
isters of that day went out into the 
hayfield with his people. With his own 
hands he helped dig the graves of his 
parishioners when they died. He suf- 
fered with them in their social and 
economic. sorrows.’ ” 

So he called the late Walter Kallen- 
bach in two campaigns to his church 
“People who have re- 
sisted the altar call through four suc- 
cessive pastorates have capitulated un- 
der the ardent, winsome appeal of this 
Phi Beta Kappa. evangelist, who was 
once a solo trumpeteer in Paul Whit- 
man’s band. Men and women who have 
attended our church for as long as thirty 
years Without bringing their church let- 
ters .. . have now received the hand 
of fellowship and have entered into a 
vital, active relationship with the house- 
hold of faith. Scores of people have 
rediscovered the Bible, entered upon a 
life of personal prayer, become stewards 
of God’s gifts, and faithful attendants 
at the prayer meeting.” 

Then he continues:, “We must guard 
against closed minds in liberalism — the 
temptation to shut our eyes against any- 
thing emotional or even sensational. We 
need to recognize that thousands of peo- 
ple hunger for a religion of the evange- 
listic type. They are not ignorant peo- 
ple either. Some of them -represent the 
most vigorous and potent leadership in 
the community. 

“In all due respect to the need of a 
more dignified ritual, this generation 
is not going to be saved by increasingly 
frequent lighting of candles in youth 
services and singing inaudibly in the 
dim light, ‘I would ‘be true.’ What is 
needed is something electric, joyous, and 
vocal — such reckless expressions of the 
Spirit as have always characterized 
mass revival. .. . The singing in many 
of our liberal churches is pathetic. In 
comparison, the singing of some of ‘our 
fundamentalist groups is like a march- 
ing army.” 


The native church of Honan Province 
is described by Canadian missionary 
Andrew Thompson in’ World Dominion. 
Of its itinerating evangelists he says, 
“I have seen them tramping from vil- 
lage to village, preaching on the side 
of the street in dust and noise, sleeping 
at night on straw spread on an earth 
floor, conducting Bible study classes for 
small groups of five or six persons.” 
Meetings are held in homes. They are 
led by lay Christians versed in both 
Old and New Testaments. “Every Sun- 
day morning a large pot of porridge 
was put on the stove, and, after the 
service, all who désired were welcome 
to partake and remain for further study 
in the afternoon.” ° 
e One lay preacher, in calling for self- 
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support of churches, used this effective 
illustration: 

“You see it is not able to stand,” he 
said of an egg placed on end on a table. 
Then setting it in an egg cup, “Now you 
see-that it is standing erect. What you 
wish is that the foreign church would 
stand under our churches as this cup 
under the egg, but there is a better way.” 
Then giving the egg a slight tap on the 
pulpit and withdrawing his hand, the 
egg remained upright. “This church can 
become self-supporting if we break a 
little of the shell.” 

During the last decade ‘Honan 
churches have suffered terribly from 
Japanese misdeeds. At a synod meeting, 
after the missionaries had left, a Chi- 
nese pastor made the following address: 

“In opening our meeting today I wish 
to read this verse, ‘The lamp of God 
was not yet gone out in the temple of 
Jehovah, where the ark of God was.’ 

“In those days the lamp of God was 
burning very low, but it had not gone 
out, nor has it yet. The world has gone 
through many ages of bitterness when 
the lamp of God seemed in danger of 
extinguishment, but it never has wholly 
failed. You in the back villages are a 
living demonstration, during the last 
year. We have lived in uncertainty and 
often amid terror. Sometimes the light 
seemed a feeble flicker, but it has burned 
on. s 

“And, men, we shall not let it go out! 
We must not! It rather fills one with 
awe to think that this weak church of 
ours is the repository of that holy light; 
that the guardian of the sacred lamp 
is none other than the group of humble 
Christian fafmers in your village and 
mine, that you and I are the priests 
in the Temple of God who are charged 
with this sacred trist. Mysterious and 
humbling as such a thought is, it is 
nevertheless the truth.” 


Brief Notes 


The Rajah of Bali, beautiful East In- 
dies island, where the Christian and 
Missionary Alliance has had mission 
work, has become a Christian and wants 
all Bet: to follow him. The Rev. E. H. 
Mickelson and four native teachers have 
been fuwn to the Wissel Lakes in the 
high interior of New Guinea, to resume 
mission work there for the Christian 
Alliance. 


The Scandinavian Alliance Mission, 
with headquarters in Chicago, now has 
225 missionaries on the field, the world 
over; It is now entering Japan, and has 
taken over the Tibetan Frontier Mis- 
sion working between Tibet and Nepal. 


The city of Shanghai has six million 
people, and in the outlying districts, 
ten million more. The Shanghai radio 
is now broadcasting evangelical mes- 
sages six hours daily. The China In- 
land ‘and Bethel missions are among the 
broadcasters. 
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Christ’s Coming as King 
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What it will mean to Israel, the Church, and the world

HE Son of God is our Lord Jesus 

Christ. “Lord” is His divine title, 
“Jesus” is His human name, and “Christ” 
is His official title. ‘ 

“Christ” is from the Greek word 
Christos, meaning “the Anointed One.” 
Its Hebrew equivalent is “Messiah.” 

In the Old Testament, prophets, priests, 
and kings were “the anointed of the 
Lord” because they were inducted into 
office by the application of the holy 
anointing oil to their persons, the oil 
being a type of the Holy Spirit (Zech. 
4:1-7). 

A prophet is one who speaks for God 
to men, 

A priest is one who appears before 
God for men. 

A king is one who reigns for God over 
men. 

The Lord Jesus is all these. Nine- 
teen hundred years ago He came as 
Prophet, speaking for God to men. He 
is now in Heaven as Priest, appearing 
before God for men. And, when He 
returns to the earth, He will come as the 
King, to reign for God over men. 

Thus He is_ pre-eminently “the 
Anointed One,” “the Messiah of Israel,” 
“the Christ of God” (Luke 9:20). 


Between the’ Two Comings 


His, coming in the air, “to receive 
from the world his own,” will, as we 
have seen, precede by the seven years 
of Daniel’s seventieth week His second 
coming to the earth. Between these 
two events there will be the manifesta- 
tion of the “beast” and the “false 
prophet” of Revelation 13, there will be 
the testimony to all nations of Matthew 
24:14, there will be the Great Tribula- 
tion, and there will be the battle of 
Armageddon, which battle will be in- 
terrupted and terminated by the glori- 
ous second coming. of Christ. 

The word Armageddon (“Har- 
Mageden,” R.V%, though used here in 
the Greek New Testament, is neverthe- 
less a Hebrew word (Rev. 16:16), and 
its meaning is “the mount of slaughter.” 
It-is mentioned frequently in Joshua, 
Judges, Kings, and Chronicles, and once 
in‘ Zechariah 12:11, as “Megiddon.” It 
is the name of the ancient hill and val- 
ley of Megiddo, west of Jordan in the 
plain of Jezreel. The battle of Arma- 
geddon is so called because it will begin 
there, though it: will end at Jerusalem. 

The thirty-eighth and _thirty-ninth 
chapters of Ezekiel describe a campaign, 
in which the northern European powers 
will invade Palestine “to take a spoil, 


and to take a prey” (Ezek. 38:12). That 
Russia. will head up this campaign is 
indicated by the fact that she is really 
named in the opening verses of both 
chapters, as correctly translated in the 
Revised Version. In chapter 38 (R.V.), 
it reads: “Son of man, set thy face 
toward Gog, of the land of Magog, the 
prince of Rosh, Meshech, and Tubal,” 
etc., and likewise also in 39:1. Rosh is 
Russia, and Meshech and Tubal are Mos- 
cow and Tobolsk, the principal cities of 
Russia in Asia and in Europe. Gog is 
the ruler, and Magog is his land. 

These chapters should be read in con- 
nection with Zechariah 12:1-4 and 14: 
1-9,.and also Matthew 24: 14-30; Revela- 
tion 14:14-20 and 19:17-21. - Finally Is- 
rael’s enemies unite in the siege of the 
Holy City, as described in Zechariah 14: 
“For I will gather all nations against 
Jerusalem to battle” (v. 2); and, just 
when everything seems hopeless for the 
beleaguered city, “then shall the Lorp 
go forth, and fight against those nations. 
. .. And the: Lorp shall be king over all 
the earth: in that shall there be one 
Lorp, and his name one” (vs. 3, 9). This 
battle of Armageddon is the culmination 
of the Great Tribulation. It is here that 
the Lord appears as the “Stone .. .. cut 
out of the mountain without hands” 
(Dan. 2:45), destroying the whole fabric 
of Gentile sovereignty, to replace it with 
His own Kingdom, which shall endure 
forever. 

The beginning of the Great Tribula- 
tion itself will be marked by the sign 
of Matthew 24:15, when the “abomina- 
tion of desolation,” the “image of the 
beast,” will ,“stand in the holy place.” 
The people are warned to get as far 
away from Jerusalem as possible (vs, 16- 
20); the Great Tribulation begins (v. 
21); the terrible days will be shortened 
for the elect’s sake (v. 22); the coming 
of Christ will not be a secret thing (vs. 
23-26); “for as the lightning cometh out 
of the east, and shineth even unto the 
west; so shall also the coming of the 
Son'of man be” (v. 27). It will be no 
more possible for the Lord’s enemies to 
escape than for a dead carcass to escape 
the birds that fed upon it (cf. v. 28’ with 
Job 39: 27-30). 


The Heavenly Signs 

Now see what follows “immediately 
after the tribulation of those days.” It 
is then that the Lord will come. This 
disposes of the theory that the Great 
Tribulation has already passed and that 
there will be no future Great Tribula- 
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tion. “Immediately after the tribulation 
of those days shall the sun be darkened, 
and the moon shall not give her light, 
and the stars shall fall fronf heaven” (v. 
29). And to all this, Luke 21:25, 26 adds 
the earthly signs: “and upon the earth 
distress of nations, with perplexity; the 
sea and the waves roaring; men’s hearts 
failing them for fear, and for looking 
after those things which are coming on 
the earth.” This is the terrifying state 
of things heavenly and things earthly 
as the battle of Armageddon goes on at 
Jerusalem. ' 

“For the powers of heaven shall be 
shaken” (Matt. 24:29; Luke 21:26). . This 
may coincide with the “war in heaven” 
between Michael and his angels, and the 
“dragon” and his angels, of Revelation 
12, resulting in the casting out of Satan 
and his angels, arid the persecution of 
Israel by Satan. Again, this is obvi- 
ously the fulfillment of the prediction of 
Haggai 2:6, 7: “For thus saith the Lorp 
of hosts; Yet once, it is a little while, 
and I will shake the heavens, and the 
earth, and the sea, and the dry land; 
and I will shake all nations, and the | 
desire of all nations shall come.” 

“See that ye refusé not him that speak- 
eth. For if they escaped not who re- 
fused him that spake on earth, much 
more shall not we escape, if we turn 
away from him that speaketh from 
heaven: whose voice then shook the 
earth: but now hath he promised, saying, 
Yet once more I shake not the earth 
only, but also heaven. And this word, 
Yet once more, signifieth the. removing 
of those thjngs that are shaken, as of 
things that are made, that those things 
which cannot be shaken may remain. 
Wherefore we receiving a kingdom 
which cannot be moved [shaken], let 
us have grace, whereby we may serve 
God acceptably with reverence and godly 
fear: for our God is a consuming fire” 
(Heb. 12: 25-29). 


The Sign of the Son of Man 


“And then shall appear the sign of the 
Son of man in heaven,” referring prob- 
ably to the heavenly manifestation of 
verse 27, “and then shall all the tribes 
of the earth mourn” (Matt. 24:30). The 
word here translated “earth” is the same 
word as is oftcn translated “land”; as, 
for example, “in the land of Juda” 
(Matt. 2:6); “the land ‘of Israel” (2: 
20, 21); “the land of Zabulon, and the 
land cf Nephthalim” (4:15), and the like. 
It may be that here we should read, 
“and then shall all the tribes of the 
land mourn.” In Zechariah 12:9-14 it is 
written: “And it shall come to pass in 
that day, that I will seek to destroy 
all the nations that come against Jeru- 
salem. And I will pour upon the house 


"of David, and upon the inhabitants of 


Jerusalem, the spirit of grace and of 
supplications: and they shall look upon 
me whom they have pierced, and they 
shall mourn for him, as one mourneth

2 Kings 17:5 Then the king of Assyria came up throughout all 
the land, and went up to Samaria, and besieged it three years.

The Lesson as a Whole 
By H. A. Ironside, Litt.D. 
Approach to the Lesson 


Te story of the northern kingdom, 
after the division into Israel and 
Judah in the days of Rehoboam, 
fis one of constant failure and disobe- 
dience to the word of the Lord, as given 
both in His written Word and through His 
prophets. Of only one king of Israel 
(the ten tribes) is it said that he sought 
the Lord (2 Kings 13:4). Of all the rest 
there is no intimation that any of them 
cried to God for help even when in great 
peril.. Jehu professed great zeal for the 
Lord (2 Kings 10:16), but his behavior 
soon proved that he had learned noth- 
ing from the experiences of those who 
had gone before him (2 Kings 10:31). 
Jeroboam, the first king of the northern 
federation, set the example of depart- 
ure from Jehovah by instituting idola- 
trous worship in the cities of Bethel 
and Dan, in order that the people might 
be kept from going to Jerusalem to 
worship and so be in danger of reunit- 
ing with Judah and the house of David 
(1 Kings 12:26-30). Of one successor 
after another we read, “He departed not 
from all the sins of Jeroboam the son 
of Nebat, who made Israel sin” (1 Kings 
15: 26, 30, 34; 16: 26; 22:52; 2 Kings 13:11). 

It is not that these kings were left 
in ignorance of the will of the Lord, for 
He sent many prophets to them to warn 
them of the folly of their evil courses 
and to call them to repentance, notably, 
Micaiah, Elijah, and Elisha, but all their 
Pleadings and denunciations fell upon 
deaf ears. As a result, judgment at last 
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Helps on the Evangelical Inter- 
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published by the American Council 
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had to take its course, and the ten tribes 
were given over to the power of their 
enemies, the Assyrians, who carried them 


into captivity and left their land deso-' 


late (2 Kings 17:18). A very small 
number remained in Palestine and later 
intermarried with those of other nations 
who were brought in by the Assyrians. 
These, in time, became the Samaritans, 
so detested by the Jews (2 Kings 17:24). 


The Historical Setting 


The kingdom of Israel lasted from 975 
B.C. to 740 BC. During this time, nine- 
teen different kings reigned in succes- 
sion, but there were three distinct dynas- 
ties because of strife and rebellion. It 
was in the reign of Hoshea that the his- 
tory of the northern kingdom came to 
its inglorious end. 


Verse by Verse 


2 Kings 17:5—‘“The king of Assyria 

. went up to Samaria, and besieged 
it three years.” After many warnings 
and intimations of coming judgments, 
God’s patience with Israel was ex- 
hausted. He was about to use the As- 
syrians to chastise Israel because of their 
willfulness. 


Verse 6—“The king of Assyria took 
Samaria, and carried Israel away into 
Assyria.” This was the end of the king- 
dom of Israel. The captives from the 


. 


ten tribes were settled in various places 
contiguous to Media and northern As- 
syria. 


Verse 7.—“The children of Israel: had 
sinned against the Lord their God... 
and had feared other gods.” In these 
words the great failure of Israel is sum- 
med up. From the God who had freed 
them from Egypt they had turned away. 
They were no longer entitled to count 
upon His mercy or protection. 


Verse 8—“Walked in the statutes of 
the heathen.” Thus there was no dif- 
ference between them and the idolatrous 
nations around them. They had broken 
the covenant entered into at Sinai, so 
God cast them off, declaring them to be 
Lo-ammi (hot my people) (Hos, 1:9). 
This has been their sad condition ever 
since. 

Verse 9.—“The children of Israel did 
secretly those things that were not 
right.” It is vain to attempt to hide sin 
from the eyes of God. He beholds every 
secret thing and judges accordingly. 

Verse 10.—“They set them up images 
and groves in every high hill, and under 
every green tree.” This has character- 
ized nations given to idolatry all down 
through the centuries. That which be- 
gan in secret was soon flaunted in pub- 
lic, in open defiance of the Law of God. 
. Verse 11—“‘They ... wrought wicked 
things to provoke the Lord to anger.” 
It is because idolatry is ruinous to body 
and soul that God is indignant when 
those to whom light has been given turn 
away from it. 

Verse 12—“The Lord had said... 
Ye shall not do this thing.” From the 
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beginning God had forbidden the making 
of images and worshiping them, but Is- 
rael refused to hearken and idolatry be- 
came their ruin. 


Verse 22.—“The children of Israel 
walked in all the sins of Jeroboam.” 
The, false worship set up at Dan and 
Bethel under the first ruler of the ten 
tribes was never repented of, but con- 
tinued to the end. 


Verse 23.—“Until the Lord removed 
Israel out of*his sight.” Judgment, long 
deferred, came at last because of Israel’s 
continued disobedience to the Word of 
the Lord. This ended the history of 
the northern kingdom, 


Isa. 28: 1.—“Woe to the crown of pride, 
to the drunkards of Ephraim.” Isaiah 
turns the light on the moral condition 
of Israel. Pride and intemperance char- 
acterized them and prepared the way for 
their destruction. 

Verse 2—“The Lord . .. shall cast 
down to the earth with the hand.” Like 
a mighty tempest the judgment of God 
was. to-be let loose upon Israel because 
of their departure from righteousness 
and their refusal to repent when He sent 
His servants to plead with them to judge 
their sins and turn from them. 

Verse 3—“The crown of pride, the 
drunkards of Ephraim, shall be trodden 
under*feet.” As they had given them- 
selves to inebriety, and to dissoluteness, 
so they should be dealt with and de- 
stroyed. 

Verse 4—‘“The glorious beauty . 
shall be a fading flower.” Desolation 
was to prevail throughout all the land 
because of the waywardness of the peo- 
ple. No nation can prosper that gives 
way.to the curse of strong drink. 


The Heart of the Lesson 


While God is long-suffering and of 
tender mercy, He will not allow repeated 
sin to go unjudged. If people turn from 
Him into paths of their own choosing 
and spurn every call to repentance, they 
must know the judgment of the Lord. 
He cannot allow sin to go unpunished. 
This principle prevails in respect of 
nations as ‘truly as of individuals.

renewed on the plea that the journey 
to Jerusalem was too great for the peo- 
ple to take. In this way he hoped to 
retain their allegiance to himself and his 
seed after him. 

“He set the one in Beth-el and the other 
put he in Dan.” These cities were so 
situated that it would be easy to reach 
one or the other from any part of his 
kingdom, for Bethel was in the south in 
the land of Ephraim, and Dan (Laish) 
was in the north in the country of the 
tribe of that name. 

Through all the years that followed, this 
sin continued. It was the outward sign 
of the declension of the ten tribes, who 
thus turned away from the God of their 
fathers and gave to dumb idols the wor- 
ship that belonged to Him alone, who 
had said, “Thou shalt have no other gods 
before me” (Exod. 20:3). He had for- 
bidden the making of images or pictures 
to be used as objects of worship. 

Drink and debauchery are connected 
invariably with idolatry, so Israel be- 
came a nation of proud, haughty drunk- 
ards, who had no regard for the God of 
their fathers. 


Applications and Summaries 


The worship of the calf in the wilder- 
ness was never fully judged in Israel. 
Hence it broke out again in the northern 
kingdom years afterward, and because 
of this they went into captivity (Hos. 
8:5, 6). ‘ 

Sin never dies of old age. It must be 
judged and dealt with in the presence 
of God, or it will increase in power as 
we go on in years. 

Are we conscious of any sin, unre- 
pented of, in our lives? If so, it means 
that we are in grave danger of a moral

HE greatest national tragedy of all 

history was the result of Israel's 
blundering failure to appreciate the fact 
that they were God’s “peculiar people”; 
that “to them were committed the 
oracles of God” (Rom. 3:2); that through 
them He ‘planned to provide salvation 
for the world; that He had covenanted 
to sustain them and protect them from 
their enemies; that He would keep them 
“as the apple of his eye” (Deut. 32:10; 
Zech. 2:8). Yet, notwithstanding all this 
rich heritage, Israel yielded to the idol- 
atry of the pagan nations surrounding 
them and fell into their ways of life, 
forgetting God and their unique and ~ 
blessed privilege of being His spokes- 
men to the world. Therefore, God per- 
mitted them to become a prey to their 
enemies, an “astonishment, and an hiss- 
ing, and perpetual desolations” (Jer. 25: 
9-11). 

Why, even a little child knew better 
than that. Look at the beautiful story 
of the little slave maid who had been 
dragged from her Israelite home to serve 
in the home of Naaman, the Syrian gen- 
eral. She did not fail to give her wit- 
ness to the power of God to heal Naa- 
man of his leprosy. And because of 
her faith and her witnessing this pagan 
general a short time afterward cried out, 
“Behold, now I know that there is no 
God in all the earth, but in Israel” (2 
Kings 5:15). God used a little slave maid. 

And, young people, let me tell you 
that God can and will use you in a glo- 
rious service of witnessing to the saving 
and keeping power of Jesus Christ, if 
you will but accept this fact and act 
upon it. I want you to know about a 
girl of my acquaintance ‘who used her 
ingenuity, as well as faith and courage, 
to witness for her Lord in a hostile 
atmosphere. * 

She was attending one of the univer- 
sities, majoring in chemistry. In the 
laboratory every day were forty or fifty 
of her colleagues working at their vari- 
ous experiments and much of the time 
keeping up a lively chatter. Their con- 
versation often took a religious whirl, 
but always in scoffing terms. . She soon 
discovered that she was the only one 
in that large class who loved and revered 
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her Lord; all the others were either un- 
believers or, if Christians, too weak to 
show their colors. ’ 

The popular thing to do was to fall 
in with the crowd and laugh at the 
witty slurs and sacrilegious jokes. This 
girl longed to bear her testimony, but at 
first saw no opportunity to do so with- 
out making herself a marked object of 
their ridicule, and it made her’ very 
miserable. Not that she would so much 
mind the ridicule, but she wanted to 
hold what influence she might have, to 
get their serious attention. She prayed 
over the matter very earnestly one night. 

Next morning she took her Bible with 
her to the laboratory and laid it upon 
the table beside her, just to see if it 
might provoke a question. It did. The 
Bible is a conspicuous Book in any com- 
pany. A very smart and witty young 
fellow, who had been the leader in the 
scoffing, passed by her table, and seeing 
her Bible there with her chemistry 
books, remarked with a smirk, “You don’t 
believe in that stuff, do you?” With a 
smile she looked up and said, “Yes, with 
all my heart and mind!” “Why, that’s 
clear out of date, Sister, why don’t you 
get wise?” he said. Then she challenged 
him: “Are you fair-minded enough to 
look at both sides of a question?” “Of 
course I am,” he bristled. “Well, you 
have evidently formed your opinion of 
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the Bible, from its enemies; are you 
willing to give the Bible a chance to 
speak for itself?” “Why, sure,” he said, 
“what does it say for itself?” 

The conversation had attracted the 
attention of other students near by. 
They suspended their work to listen. 
Some moved over nearer to hear better, 
or “to see the fun.” She turned first 
to Psalm 119:160. “Thy word is true 
from the beginning; and every one of 
thy righteous judgments endureth for 
ever.” Then back to verse 9: “Where- 
withal shall a young man cleanse his 
way? by taking heed thereto according 
to thy word.” Then to John 3:16 and 
18; 5:24; and back to John 1:12; and to 
others of similar statements. By - this 
time, as the gathering group attracted 
attention across the room, the entire 
class had left their work and trowded 
around the Bible reader; some, of course, 
out of curiosity, or even amusement, but 
all were quiet.

OU remember Amos warned the 

people of Israel that unless they 
stopped their evil ways, an enemy would 
come and take them away prisoners. 
Years before the whole country was 
conquered, small armies from Syria 
(show on map) made raids into Israel. 
Among the prisoners they took and car- 
ried away to Syria for slaves was a little 
girl. I don’t know her name, nor just 
how old she was. I have always felt 


sorry for her — poor little girl, snatched, 


away from her mother and daddy and 
everyone she knew, carried off to a 
strange land, perhaps having to work hard 
under a cruel boss. But what a brave 
little girl! She trusted in God. Perhaps 
she said over and over, “God is our 
refuge and strength, a very present help 
in trouble” (Psa. 46:1). Even among 
strangers who did not believe in her 
God, she spoke of Him. She may have 
done her work so faithfully and well 
that the great Syrian general’s wife 
chose her to be her maid and wait on 
her. Anyway, when our story today 
starts, there she is, waiting on Naaman’s 
wife. ‘ 


Naaman was Syria’s five star~general, 
. and was. very popular with the king, 
for he had won victories that made his 
country free. I think the great general 
and his wife were kind to the poor child, 
and she came to love them. Then one 
day bad news tame for the family. 
Naaman had leprosy, the worst disease 
anyone could have, and one never got 
over it! Mrs. Naaman’s eyes must have 
been red from weeping. Even the little 
servant girl felt sad. She had great 
faith in her God and in God’s prophet 
Elisha back home. She mentioned to 
her mistress that if-only her master 
could go to the prophet, he could be 
cured. How the news spread! First to 


the master himself, and then to the king. 
And it wasn’t long before Naaman’s 
chariot with servants and money was off

And there he stood, 
cured and as well as ever! Wasn't it 
wonderful? 

Back. he rode, not only to thank Elisha, 
but to say he now believed in God, and 
would no longer worship other gods. 
Evén when he went in with the king to 
the idol’s temple in Syria and bowed, 
he would not be worshiping in his heart. 
Elisha would not accept the rich rewards 
of money Naaman intended to give him. 
Back went Naaman to Syria, and perhaps 
along the way he sang the Psalm he may 
so often have heard the little servant 
girl singing about the house, beginning, 
“God is our refuge and strength, a very 
present help in trouble.”

I can imagine they said to him, “You 
have nothing to lose. If he’d told you 
to do some hard thing, you would do 
it, This is an easy thing to do. Better 
try it. It may work.” 

So Naaman went down to the Jordan 
and dipped seven times. He hated this 
river Jordan. The rivers of Damascus 
were so much cleaner and better, but 
he did it. And his leprosy was gone! 
His flesh was as healthy and firm as a 
child’s again. 

Then General Naaman and his serv- 
ants came back to Elisha’s house, and 
stood before him and said, “Behold, now 
I know that there is no God in all the 
earth, but in Israel.” 

So the little girl’s wish came true. 
Her master was healed of his leprosy, 
and better still, he came to know the 
Lord God of Israel, and believe in Him, 
for he told Elisha, “Thy’ servant will 
not sacrifice nor burn offerings unto any 
other god; but only unto the Lord.” 

How beautifully this fits into last Sun- 
day’s lesson of the faithful servant ! How 
sweet that the Holy Spirit has put into 
God’s Word the story of this faithful 
little Hebrew slave, who witnessed 
where she was, in a strange land, among 
a strange people. 

This can be a thrilling story if told 
with the help of the sand table. 
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Reaping.—For the Lord knoweth the 
way of the righteous: but the way of 
the ungodly shall perish (Psa. 1:6, 
Golden Text). A millionaire, turned 
bootlegger, was serving a long prison 
term when a friend of his visited him 
one day. The millionaire was sitting 
crosslegged with an enormous needle 
and a ball of twine, sewing,burlap bags. 
“Hello,” said the friend. “Sewing, eh?” 
“No,” said the prisoner, with a grim

for his only son, and shall be in bitter- 
ness for him, as one that is in bitterness 
for his firstborn. In that day shall there 
be great mourning in Jerusalem, as the 
mourning of Hadadrimmon in the valley 
of Megiddon. And the land shall mourn, 
every family apart; the family of the 
house of David apart, and their wives 
apart; the family of the house of Nathan 
apart, and their wives apart; the family 
of the house of Levi apart, and their 
wives apart; the family of Shimei apart, 
and their wives apart; all the families 
that remain, every family apart, and 
their wives apart.” 


And now comes the glorious climax: 
“And they shall see the Son of man 
coming in the clouds of heaven with 
power and great glory” (Matt. 24:30). 
It is He Himself speaking, and-His words 
are plain words. The promise, through 
the “two men .. . in white apparel” 
in Acts 1:11, was that “this same Jesus, 
which is taken up from you into heaven, 
shall so come in like manner as ye have 
seen him go into heaven.” And here 
He comes, and “in like manner”: He 
comes visibly; He comes bodily, He 
comes in the clouds, and He comes to 
“the mount of Olives, which is before 
Jerusalem on the east” (Zech. 14:4), the 
identical spot from which His disciples 
saw Him taken up. 


What. will He do when He thus comes 
in glory?. That will be the subject of 
our next study. But, depend upon it, 
He will do all He has promised. He 
will build again the ruined house of 
David, and set it up, “that the residue 
of men might seek after the Lord, and 
all the Gentiles, upon whom my name 
is called, saith the Lord, who doeth all 
these things. Known unto God are all 
his works from the beginning of the 
world” (Acts 15:13-18). 

Some of our readers may be troubled 
about the promise of Matthew 24:34, 
“This generation shall not pass, till all 
these things be fulfilled.” The confusion 
arises from a wrong definition of the 
word “generation.” The reference is to 
Israel as a nation. All Israelites are 
the generation of Jacob as their pro- 
genitor. They are his descendants, his 
family, his children. And the statement 
means that Israel shall not cease from 
being a nation until all that God has 
promised has been accomplished. “Thus 
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saith the Lorp, which giveth the sun for 
a light by day, and the ordinances of the 
moon and of the stars for a light by night, 
which divideth the sea when the waves 
thereof roar; The Lorp of hosts is his 
name: if those ordinances depart from 
before me, saith the Lorp, then the seed 
of Israel also shall cease from being a 
nation before me for ever” (Jer. 31: 
35, 36). 


Israel is the most amazing nation in the 
world. Her past is amazing, her present 
is more amazing, and her future is most 
amazing. The world does not know it, 
and a large part of the Church does not 
know it, and the Jew himself does not 
know it; but it is nevertheless true that 
“salvation is of the Jews” (John 4: 22), and 
the hope of the world lies in the future 
glory of the Jews. In due time this 
will be brought to light; and “He shall 
cause them that come of Jacob to take 
root: Israel shall blossom and bud, and 
fill the face of the world with fruit” 
(Isa. 27:6).

The Lesson in General 
By Tom M, Olson 
Introduction to the Lesson 
NE can almost hear the members 
O of the council saying: “At long 
last we have this fellow [for the 
irreverent way they had of referring 
to the Lord Jesus Christ, see Matt. 12: 
24; Luke 23:2; John 9:29] just where 
we want him—in our hands—and we 
will do exactly what we have wanted to 
do for years— condemn him to death !” 
In last week’s lesson, we noticed that 
they brought the Lord from the Garden 
of Gethsemane to the high priest. This, 
we know from John 18:13, was Caiaphas. 


But . Annas, his father-in-law, inter- 


viewed the Lord first. 

The palace seems to have been jointly 
occupied by both as a common official 
residence. 

“And with him were assembled all 
the chief priests and the elders and the 
scribes” (Mark 14:53). So they were 
all there, but not one uttered a protest! 
An unjust arrest, an illegal time of as- 
sembly, the hiring of perjured witnesses, 
the unlawful rending of the high priest’s 
robe, and the illegal time for passing 
sentence failed to elicit even one weak 
protest on the part of the council of 
the nation. ’ 

Of the greatest possible value -is 
Christ’s statement regarding His deity, 
that He was “the Son of the Blessed.” 
This was accounted blasphemy by them, 
and for -this they condemned Him to 
be worthy of death. 


The Lesson in Detail 

Mark’ 14:55—“And the chief priests 
and all the council sought for witnesses 
against Jesus to put him to death; and 
found none.” By the Law (Deut. 17:6) 
they were bound to secure the agree- 
ment of two or three witnesses on some 
specific charge. The utter weakness of 
their case against Him is manifested by

the fact that they had to seek witnesses 
to testify against Him. The council 
hated Him with such inveterate hatred 
that they determined His condemnation; 
but they sought witnesses to give the 
so-called trial the show of justice. Hatred 
was the only motive for the death of 
Him “who went about doing good, and 
healing all that were oppressed of the 
devil” (Acts 10:38). 


Verse 56.—“For many bare false wit- 
ness against him, but their witness 
agreed not together.” Now the council 
fails again, for, according to the Law in 
which they boasted, they should have 
seized all these false witnesses and con- 
demned them to be worthy of death; for 
the Law commanded that a false witness 
should have done to him that which “he 
had thought to have done unto his 
brother” (Deut. 19: 16-21). 


Verses 57, 58.—‘And there arose cer- 
tain, and bare false witness against him, 
saying, We heard him say, I will destroy 
this temple that is made with hands, and 
within three days I will build another 
made without hands.” 

Tennyson said: 

That a lie that is all a lie may be met with 

and fought with outright, 

But a lie which is part a truth is a harder 

matter to fight. 

The Holy Spirit, through the Apostle 
John, tells us exactly what Jesus said: 
“Destroy this temple, and in three days 
I will raise it up” (John 2:19). He was 
not referring to the Temple which Herod 
built. He “spake of the temple of his 
body” (John 2:21). 

He did not say, as the false witness 
said, “I will destroy this temple.” He 
was stating what they were going to do, 


- 
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all condemned him to be guilty of death. 

65 And some began to spit on him, and to cover his face, and 
to buffet him, and to say unto him, Prophesy: and the servants 
did strike him with the palms cf their hands.

and what they did do, a bit later. “De- 
stroy” does not mean annihilate, but ruin 
or mar from original condition. By the 
time they finished with Him, “his visage 
was sO marred more than any man, and 
his form more than the sons of men” 
(Isa. 52:14). But He raised His body 
up in three days, just as. He said He 
would ! 

Verse #0.—“And the high priest stood 
up in the midst, and asked Jesus, saying, 
Answerest thou nothing? what is it 
which these witness against thee?” Here 
the high priest tried another tactic: he 
attempted to make the Lord answer that 
which needed no answer; for there was 
no harmony in the testimony of the 
false witnesses. The dignified silence of 
the Lord was galling to the pride of 
Caiaphas, so he would seek to force Him, 
if possible, to criminate Himself. They 
sought to entangle Him in His ministry 
(Matt. 22:15). How much more should 
they like’ to do it now! 


Verse 61.—“But he held his peace, and 
answered nothing. Again the high priest 
asked him, and said unto him, Art thou 
the Christ, the Son of the Blessed?” He 
knew that the high priest and the coun- 
cil were determined to put Him to death 
—and He Was ready to give Himself 
a ransom for many. He was not obligated 
to answer the accusations full of malice 
and falsehood. But when the chief priest 
asked Him about His Sonship, He wit- 
nessed a good confession. He gave full 
testimony to the truth. 

From Matthew we learn that Caiaphas 
put the Lord under the most solemn 
oath known to the Sanhedrin, for he 
said, “I adjure thee by the living God, 
that thou tell us whether thou be the 
Christ, the Son of God” (Matt. 26:63). 
He refrained from answering the false 
charges of others, but He could not, 
would not, when challenged, remain 
silent regarding His personal glory. The 
whole council probably waited breath- 
lessly for His answer. 
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Verse 62.—“‘And Jesus said, I am: and 
ye shall see the Son of man sitting on 
the right hand of power, and coming in 


the clouds of heaven.” His silence was 
broken; He answered definitely in the 
affirmative; there must be no misunder- 
standing nor misinterpretation here. He 
said positively He was the Messiah, the 
Son of God and the Son of man! 

How Modernists can assert that Jesus 
never claimed to be anything but the 
son of a carpenter is a mystery, while 
this, and many other passages, remain 
in the Bible. His deity, His exaltation, 
His return are all here! 


Verse 63.—“Then the high priest rent 
his clothes, and saith, What need we any 
further witnesses?” The Law forbade 
the high priest to rend his clothes (Lev. 
21:10). But all was uproar and con- 
fusion. The Lord had incurred the 
capital penalty by declaring Himself 
Son of God! This to them was worse 
than if He had been proved a vandal (a 
destroyer of the Temple); a false 
prophet; a false messiah!. It was all out 
now — the accused had spoken — no fur- 
ther need of witnesses. He would be 
condemned on His own ‘truthful witness ! 


Verse 64.—“Ye have heard the blas- 
phemy: what think ye? And they all 
condemned him to be guilty of death.” 
The Lord is held to be guilty of death 
because He spoke the truth. But He 
came to “bear witness unto the truth” 
(John 18:37). This causeless hatred of 
the Lord Jesus revealed how enslaved 
mankind is to Satan! 


‘ Verse 65—“And some began to spit 
on him, and to cover his face (the sym- 
bol of the death penalty], and to buffet 
him, and to say unto him, Prophesy: and 
the servants did strike him with the 
palms of their hands.” What a fulfill- 
ment of Isaiah 50:6! Spitting was re- 
garded by the Jews as an expression of 
the greatest contempt (Num. 12:14; Deut. 
25:9). Little did they stop to realize 
that they were smiting and mocking one 
who had power to summon twelve 
legions of angels (Matt. 26:53). “Divine 
patience and infinite love knew no 
wearying.” 


Outline of the Lesson 


The secret of the maltreatment of the 
Lord Jesus was hatred. The various 
kinds of hatred mentioned in the Scrip- 
tures were all manifested toward Him: 
Psalm 25: 19—cruel hatred

Little did the Sanhedrin realize that 
their hatred of the Son was hatred of 
the Father also (John 15:23, 24).

“Ye SHALL SEE THE SON OF MAN” 


HEN you “shall see the Son of 

mdn,” what will be your thoughts? 
These will depend largely upon the kind 
of surrenders you have made. “Surren- 
der,” according to the dictionary, is to 
yield, or give up -to another, and much 
of happiness and success in life revolves 
around surrenders made by individuals 
or groups. Discuss: yielding to one an- 
other for a smooth-running home; yield- 
ing to thé call and reasonableness of 
work; yielding to authority and wisdom 
of others in the matter of study; giving 
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up our own ways and co-operating with 
companions for the sake of business and 
social harmony; accepting graciously the 
unalterable features of environment and 
circumstances. 

While these surrenders are all neces- 
sary if we would find satisfaction in 
human situations, yet above and beyond 
these is the surrender of our human 
nature to our divine Lord. “Yield 
yourselves unto God” (Rom. 6:13). “Pre- 
sent your bodies a living sacrifice” (Rom. 
12:1). “Bring into captivity every 
thought to the obedience of Christ” (2 


Cor. 10:5). “Commit thy way unto the 
Lord” (Psa. 37:5). This includes the 
whole self. 


Then there is another angle connected 
with surrender. When we make a com- 
plete surrender to Him, it will often 
change the surrenders we make to hu- 
man situations. Sometimes we will not 
yield because we would not be right- 
eously justified in doing so. We should 
never deny the truth or yield to evil 
temptations. Our most beautiful illus- 
tration of perfect surrender and perfect 
withholding of surrender is that of the 
Lord Jesus as He was brought to trial. 
At every point where He gave up or 
refused to give up to His enemies, it 
was all becausé “the scriptures must be 
fulfilled,” and was done according to the 
will of God. 

While disciplés “forsook him, and fied,” 
and “Peter followed him afar off,” the 
Lord Jesus surrendered His body to the 
will of His enemies that He might be- 
come an offering for the sins of man- 
kind (2 Cor. 5:20, 21). 

How did Christ make the surrender 
of Himself? He was not in a panic. He 
did not “fear . . . them which kill the 
body” (Matt 10:28). God prepared for 
His Son “a body” (Heb. 10:5) so that 
He might reveal God to mankind through 
that body, and that He might “bare our 
sins in his own_body” on Calvary (1 Pet. 
2:24). 

While He yielded His body to His 
enemies, His personality, mind, and heart 
remained entirely surrendered to God. 
Christ was not crushed as we might 
have been; He did not talk back, or 
try to vindicate Himself. There was no 
rankling or malice within His being. He 
was hurt in body and spirit, but not 
upset. Instead of being poisoned with 
ill will, He was in perfect harmony with 
God. Although the Lord did not try to 
defend Himself, He did defend eternal 
truths. As He acknowledged that He 
was “the Christ, the Son of the Blessed,” 
He also warned His enemies that some 
day they would see the very one they 
tried to destroy “sitting on the right 
hand of power,” ready to become more 
than they tried to keep Him from be- 
coming, for He would be Lord of lords 
and King of kings. While hate was run- 
ning wild in “the palace of the high 
priest,” and the mob was surrendering 
itself to the lowest of human passions, 
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the Son of God triumphed over every 
evil of the hour, glorifying His Father 
and exalting heavenly truths. 

In our trying hours “who shall sep- 
arate us from the love of Christ?” “In 
all these things we are more than con- 
querors through him that loved us”. and 
empowers us to follow Him (Rom. 8: 
35-39; Phil. 4:13).

The prisoner sat almost in 
front of the judge with his lawyer right 
next to him. 

Before the trial started, the judges 
had to swear (that means to promise 
solemnly) they would decide the case 
entirely according to the evidence pre- 
sented, and that they would acquit the 
prisoner unless he was proved guilty. 
They. kept this promise, too, because 
they did acquit the prisoner, although 
many people who heard all the witnesses 
thought he was guilty. But it was not 
proved, so they set him free. F 


Tue LEsson 


Today our lesson is about the trial 
of the Lord Jesus Christ. But it was 
not a fair trial at all. Who were “in 
the court” at this trial? (Mark 14:53.) 
What was the aim of that court? (v. 55.) 
The purpose of a trial is to find out 
whether the prisoner is guilty or not, 
but that was not the purpose of this 
court. Who will quote the Golden 
Text? 

This court wanted to get witnesses 
who would tell something that would 
give them an excuse to condemn the 
Lord. Did they find witnesses who could 
do this? Why not? 

What did the Lord Jesus say when 
the false witnesses told lies about Him? 
Find the name of the high priest who 
acted as judge in this trial (Matt. 26: 
57). What question did Caiaphas ask 
the Lord Jesus in verse 61? What an- 
swer did Christ give in verse 62? 

Now, when a prisoner says something 
in court, the law is that he is to be 
believed unless it is proved false. Did 
Caiaphas obey this rule? No! See what 
Caiaphas said in verse 64. As soon as 
the Lord Jesus spoke, Caiaphas said it 
was “blasphemy.” What did the whole 
court’ say in verse 64? Not one person 
in the court that day was really trying 
te find out the truth and to give the 
Lord Jesus a fair trial. All they wanted 
was an excuse to put Christ to death. 
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When they could not find one they con- 
demned Him anyway. 

What did the Lord Jesus tell them, in 
verse 62, that they were going to see? 
How do you think those men who con- 
ducted Christ’s trial will feel in that 
day? Every one of them is going to 
stand before the Judge of all the earth, 
Christ Himself. Every one of them will 
get a fair trial, too. But I would not 
like to be one of them, would you? 

How did these men treat the Lord 
Jesus after they had said He was worthy 
of death? Read verse 65, Mary. Read 
Matthew 26:67, 68, John. Read Luke 22: 
63-65, Junior. Think of it! Jesus is 
the King of glory! He made the world. 
He made those very men. He had healed 


some of the people they knew, perhaps . 


even some of them or some of their rela- 
tives. Yet they spit in His face, they 
blindfolded Him, and then hit and slap- 
ped Him. Even the servants struck Him. 
The Lord could have called down fire 
from Heaven and consumed them in a 
moment. But He did not say even one 
angry word. What a wonderful Saviour 
we have!

Why | Left Seventh-Day 
Adventism

While on the mission field I read certain 
publications which influenced me pro- 
foundly, among them two by Dr. Charles 
Gallaudet Trumbull, then Editor of Tue 
Sunpay Scuoot Trmes. (These came to 
me providentially, not by my choice as 
a good Adventist!) They were, “What 
is the Gospel?” and “The Life That 
Wins.” Dr. C. I. Scofield’s “Rightly Di- 
viding the Word of Truth” was a reve- 
lation to me, for Adventists ignore the 
dispensations. I had also received a dis- 
turbing tract, written by a former Ad- 
ventist, “What About the Testimonies?” 
These Gospel-filled publications, read in 
connection with much private Bible 
study and prayer, were God-sent helps 
in my earnest search for truth. 

Long before I thought of renouncing 
Adventism, I perceived the significance 
of such Scriptures as John 16:13, 1 John 
2:27, and Proverbs 4:18. Never did I 
accept such a statement as this, made in 
my hearing by a minister of the denomi- 
nation, “We [Seventh-Day Adventists] 
have. all the truth there is.” Never did 
I agree with this judicious declaration 
made by an Adventist executive in ad- 
dressing a general meeting on the mis- 
sion field, “We [Seventh-Day Adventists] 
make a mistake when we strive for any- 
thing beyond the ordinary Christian ex- 
perience.” 


For myself I could not accept this 


Laodicean standard. Because I was de- 
termined to search the Scriptures for 
myself, I came, at long last, into the 
light of truth, and in that glorious light 
perceived the appalling darkness of Sev- 
enth-Day Adventism. What a time of 
trial that was! Only those who have 
passed through a similar experience can 
know the anguish of one who realizes 
(despite his aching heart’s protesta- 
tions) that “truths” long considered vital, 
long loved, faithfully proclaimed, are 
not, after all, in harmony with the sacred 
Word upon which they were supposedly 
founded. Then how essential to know 
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that “the foundation of God standeth 
sure” | 

My renunciation of Seventh-Day Ad- 
ventism was not sudden, but step by 
step. About three years after my return 
to America, I asked to have my member- 
ship dropped from the Battle Creek 
(Mich.) church, to which it had been 
transferred from the Lucknow church. 
Then for a short time I was identified 
with the American division of the Sev- 
enth-Day Adventist Réform Movement. 
While with this group I was ordained 
as a minister of the Gospel, and served 
for a time in the dual capacity of editor 
of their American publications and as 
a field secretary. 

By this time I was convinced that flaws 
and a grave character existed at the very 
foundation of Seventh-Day Adventism, 
and that I should make an exhaustive 
personal investigation of the system. 
Providentially, I was enabled to secure 
in Chicago a secular position which af- 
forded me leisure to examine Adventism 
in its entirety. This study resulted in 
my making the discovery that the claim 
of inspiration made by Mrs. White for 
her writings is false; that the so-called 
“corner-stone” sanctuary doctrine is un- 
scriptural; that the Law given at Sinai 
to Israel was fulfilled by our Lord Jesus 
Christ; and that the Sabbath of that 
code is, therefore, no longer binding. 
However, I was not yet clear as to the 
day of our Lord’s resurrection. It 
seemed to me from Matthew’s record 
that this great event occurred on the 
Jewish Sabbath. For this reason I con- 
tinued to observe the seventh day as a 
day of rest and worship. 

At this stage of my religious re-educa- 
tion, when I had unlearned almost every 
doctrine I had known with the excep- 
tion of my “pet” Sabbath doctrine, I

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received an urgent invitation from the 
pastor of Chicago’s south-side Seventh- 
Day Adventist church to come into his 
congregation and teach Christ, where, 
he admitted, the need was great. He 
understood my repudiation of Mrs. 
White, and assured me that many lead- 
ing men of the denomination felt just 
as I did. (The “clay” in this part of 
the journey was very “miry.”) Finally, 
I allowed myself to be persuaded to 
rejoin the original Adventist movement, 
for the sake of the promised opportunity 
for service. For a year or so I endeav- 
ored there to witness to the saving power 
of the Lord Jesus Christ. But after 
much prayer for needed wisdom and 
grace, I discerned the application of 2 
Corinthians 6:14-18. I found that light 
and darkness have no fellowship, and 
that I must “come out from among 
them.” So, without further compromise, 
I renounced the whole false system. Thus 
ended my career as a Seventh-Day Ad- 
ventist. 

It was not until about four years ago, 
however, that I received what, I now 
feel sure, is the true light regarding 
the time of our Lord’s resurrection. 
Meeting Dr. William L. Pettingill in Min- 
neapolis, and later corresponding with 
him, I told him of my difficulty regard- 
ing Matthew’s record of the Saviour’s 
triumph over the grave. With sympa- 
thetic interest he brought forth, in his 
scholarly manner, convincing evidence 
that the Gospel writers, including Mat-

Did Christ Die of a Broken Heart? 
(Continued from second page) 


where the head of the humerus, or 
upper-arm bone, was drawn from its 
socket, because of the weakness of the 
retaining muscles. Thirdly, and this 
must be specially noted, is what seems 
to be acute dilatation of the heart mus- 
cle, making it comparatively easy for 
the heart to rupture under the strain 
of a great-physical effort. Read the 
words again, on heart is like wax; it 
is melted . 


The auueel: human heart is a sintiite 
pump weighing about three-quarters of 
a pound, with thick and strong walls. 
When weakened and dilated the walls 
become thin and weak, the organ being 
considerably enlarged. Instead of be- 
ing firm and strong enough to pump a 
few pints of blood every minute through 
many thousands of miles of pipes, it 
became, as our Saviour describes it, 
like melted wax—soft and very much 
weakened. The heart is enclosed in a 
sac or bag, called the pericardium; be- 
tween the heart and the sac is a space, 
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ordinarily partly filled with fluid to pre- 
vent friction from the constant beating 
—forty million tim®ts a year! 

If some great physical effort were 
made while the individual were in this 
condition, it is quite possible that the 
cardiac muscle would break open, pour- 
ing the blood suddenly into the peri- 
cardial sac. Dr. J. Y. Simpson, a famous 
Edinburgh surgeon, propounded this 
possibility many years ago. 

Another -point must be recognized. 
When blood is released from the blood 
vessels, it separates in a few minutes 
into clot and serum, the clot containing 
the blood cells enmeshed in fibrin 
threads, and the serum being the watery 
part of the blood. When the soldier 
pierced the side of our Lord, John tells 
us that out came “blood and water” 
(John 19:34). The first fluid showed 
red, and then immediately the serum or 
“water” gushed out, as if the heart itself 
had been punctured. 

Did our dying Saviour attempt any 
marked physical effort that might con- 
ceivably cause the heart muscle to rup- 
ture? The Gospel account indicates that 
He did. There are several references 
to the “loud* voice” during the last few 
moments of His life. In His very weak- 
ened condition, there must have been a 
tremendous strain on the heart muscle. 
The last loud shout is mentioned by 
John, chapter 19, verse 30: “It is fin- 
ished: and he bowed his head, and gave 
up the ghost.” Comparing this verse 
with Luke 23:46, we probably have the 
entire sentence: “Father, into thy hands 
I commend my spirit; it is finished! 
And having said thus, he gave up the 
ghost.” 

Yes, it is quite possible that Jesus 
died of a broken heart, not from mental 
or emotional anguish, but from an actual 
rupture of the heart muscle. Of course, 
the mental and spiritual suffering played 
their part in weakening the heart, but 
the essential point is that which I have 
discussed.

Turning back to the first chapter of 
Romans, we learn that God’s creation 
witnesses to the fact that there is a 
God (Rom. 1:19, 20). The Psalmist tells 
us that “the heavens declare the glory 
of God, and the firmament sheweth his 
handywork” (Psa. 19:1). The mighty 
stars swinging through space with their 
attending planets, ‘the fury of the storm, 
and the wildness of the sea, all speak 
of God’s power and might, while the 
glories of the sunset, the intricate mar- 
vels of nature, and the simple beauty 
and fragrance of a flower tell of His in- 
finite skill and precision and provision.

Yet, none of these wonders of God's 
creation are adequate to express His 
goodness and holiness and love. Only 


in the Lord Jesus Christ, God’s Son, can -

Only 
the Lord Jesus shows man what God has 
done for him in the matter of sin and 
forgiveness and cleansing. 

It is for this reason that the Letter 
to the Romans continues with the chal- 
lenge, “How then shall they call on him 
in whom they have not believed? and 
how shall they believe in him of whom 
they have not heard? and how shall 
they hear without a preacher?”

Temperance Teaching

.Britain and Drink.—In Great Britain, 
during 1944, for every pound ster- 
ling spent on bread, meat, fish, vege- 
tables, tea. coffee, dairy produce, and 
manufactured goods, approximately 
Qs7d were spent on intoxicants. The 
British drink bill for 1944 has reached 
the highest mark of any year in the 
history of that, country.. In our money, 
$2,935,000,000, or £587,000,000, 
been expended in alcoholic drinks. 

An increase of-146 per cent since 1938 
has been seen in the bill for alcohol 
and tobacco. Placed lengthwise, the 
pound -notes necessary to pay this bill 
would stretch 46,322 miles, or almost 
twice around the*earth, says one writer. 

It is difficult to visualize a million or 
a billion dollars, but this huge bill can 
be translated into human terms. This 
vast expenditure “entailed endless do- 
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mestic hardships and misery, degrada- 
tion of character, neglect and cruelty to 
children, crime, bloodshed, and loss of 
life. Not by such means can any coun- 
try build a new order, a higher stand- 
ard of social life, nor fit herself to oc- 
cupy a position of moral leadership in 
the world.” Give heed, America.—

The stress 
of war has shown alcohol to be an un-+ 
reliable prop on which to lean.”—From 
the ' Patriot.

draught to slake. It was his habit to 
enter a canteen with threepence in one 
hand and a shilling in the other. He 
would first ask for a bottle of lemon- 
ade, and if he got it, hand over the 
threepence. But six times out of seven, 
he would be informed that no soft drinks 
were available, and he would hand over 
a shilling for a pint of beer. 

“If soft drinks were made as avail- 
able and as conspicuous as hard liquors, 
the consumption of' alcoholic drinks 
would be greatly reduced, both in the 
services and in civilian life,” says the 
Scottish Temperance Reformer. 

“The boredom, frustration, reaction,” 
in the army of occupation along the 
Rhine, “should cause authorities con- 
cern,” says the Spectator. “Or do they 
ignore the straw that is ndw forever 
arched by the strength of the wind, the 
very obvious increase in drinking in 
every bar and mess? German gin and 
German whiskey—raw, burning, and 
potent — will claim casualties which can 
be attributed to the war as surely as 
a wound in the stomach.”—Ibid. 


Weighed and Wanting. — A cleric, 
carrying a Communion set, had just left: 
a curtained bed in the ward of a Marine 
hospital. Strangely enough, he had left 
far too precipitously for the dignity of 
his calling. 

A missionary visitor, who noticed his 
exit, inquired of an intern if he might 
visit the patient behind the screen.

I drove the other fellow away because 
his breath was like the oiler’s who was 
supposed to watch the gauge but didn’t, 
and so I am cooked alive and suffering 
in torment and hell. The other fellow 
can’t help, but you do something for me, 
will you?” 

Bending low, the follower of Christ 
said: “You must not strain yourself. I 
am going to pray, and if this is your 
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prayer, you pinch my-hand and that 
will be known as ‘Amen!’” . 

This short prayer followed: “God, 
be merciful to me a sinner, and save 
me for Jesus’ sake.” 

The bandaged hand tightened ahd the 
man tried to spe&k, but there was a 
gurgle instead and he sank back. The 
end had come. 

“He is gone,” said the visitor to the 
intern. 

“Look at that face!” was the medic’s 
reply.

The Tie between Alcohol and Crime? 
—A survey of the states’ attorneys of 
3,073 counties in the United States shows 
the following facts about the relation- 
ship of alcohol to crime: 

Whenever a crime is committed, the 
usual alibi is that the defendant was 
drunk. 

In sixty-five per cent of the cases tried 
in criminal courts, whisky figures promi- 
nently, and liquor of some kind has a 
part at lJeast in the picture in eighty 
per cent of the cases. 

Increase in sex delinquency is follow- 
ing increased liquor consumption among 
young people. 

Liquor is ‘involved indirectly or di- 
rectly in from fifty to seventy-five per 
cent of all criminal cases, say these at- 
torneys. It is estimated that it is involved 
in fifty per cent of juvenile delinquency 
cases—The Union Signal, August 31, 
1946. 


Wom Who Drink.—The ratio of 
women alcoholics to men has been stead- 
ily rising for the past twenty years, says 
Dr. Robert V. Seliger in an article in the 
Woman’s Home Companion. Today 
four out of every ten cases of alcohol- 
ism are women. Drunkenness has placed 
more than two-fifths of our women pris- 
oners in jail. Just so long as the mothers 
‘of America continue to drink, thus caus- 
ing the feelings of insecurity to arise 
in their home lives and in the lives of 
their children, they are preparing the 
rising generation to become drinkers, 
for the feeling of insecurity in child- 
hood is one of the leading factors in 
causing the later adult to seek escape 
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from such early developed feelings, an 
escape which frequently comes through 
alcoholic beverages—Woman’s Home 
Companion, September, 1946. 

France and the Future——During the 
fifteen years prior to the recent war, 
France with its 44,000,000 consumed 
more’ alcohol than Great Britain, Ire- 
land, Germany, Austria, Norway, Swe- 
den, Denmark, Holland, and Belgium 
added together when the combined popu- 
lation was more than 180,000,000. 

Today, France looks with alarm upon 
its lowered birth rate, due, in all prob- 
ability, to alcoholism, desire for small 
families,,and tuberculosis. The present 
Government has planned a remedial 
program. No new cabaret may be 
opened unless the licenses of two old 
establishments are turned in. An attempt 
has been made to pattern after the Swiss 
and extend the sale of fruit juices. To 
increase the population, 10,000,000 babies 
a year are wanted. It has been pro- 
posed to bring in 100,000 immigrants 
yearly for the next twenty years. “If, 
in ten years’ time, we do not have more 
workers and young people, it. will be 
impossible to live in France,” says Dr. 
Claude Zimmern of the Ministry ef Pop- 
ulation. 


Whose Fault?—An overwhelming pro- 
portion of juvenile delinquency is taught 
in the home, says Judge Paul W. Alex- 
ander in Educational Forum. 

If there are too many children on the 
dangerous edges of sidewalks and the 
calendars of police courts, it is because 
we have tod many parents .. . playing 
truant to the future, says an editorial 
in the New York Herald Tribune. 


Small but Significan@—There were 
458 elections held in 1945, says Distilled 
Spirits Institute, in which 201 voting 
units stayed wet and 179 stayed dry. 
Sixty-one units went from wet to dry 
and 17 from dry to wet. There was a 
net dry population gain of 311,293. This 
dry population gain was largely in the 
Southern states, particularly Kentucky, 
Arkansas, Georgia, Texas, and Virginia.

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With the New Books 


New Testament Life and Literature. 
By Donald W. Riddle and Harold H. 
Hutson. (University ,of Chicago Press, 
Chicago 37; $3.) Alexander the Great 
led the people of his day out of local 
nationalism into an international view 
of world affairs. Did all this-pave the 
way for the extension of missionary 
Christianity to warld-wide proportions? 
The authors of this book answer the 
question in the affirmative. They pre- 
sent an orderly arrangement of inter- 
esting material, which is intended to be 
a sort of “first reader” and not an ex- 
haustive treatment of the subject. They 
believe that the existence of Jesus as 
a historical person is a well-attested fact. 
They reject the theory that the Gospels 
were translated into Greek from an 
original Aramaic manuscript. At fre- 
quent intervals their work approaches 





_ the evangelical position, as, for example, 


when they state that Paul was primarily 
concerned with the redemptive work of 
Jesus on the cross. But they stop short 
of explaining the way of salvation. 
One finds a rather full and enthusi- 
astic account of the various Jewish sects 
and Gentile superstitions. Special at- 
tention is given to the Eleusinian mys- 
tery cult. The influence of the Hellen- 
istic age is said to have been very pow- 
erful, for we read that “Christianity and 
its literary expressions could not fail 


~ 
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to be affected by it.” This is decidedly 
a Modernistic viewpoint. Everything af- 
fects the New Testament; the New Tes- 
tament affects nothing. Of Paul’s Epis- 
tle to the Romans, it is said, “A false 
tone of intimacy is added to the letter 
in its present state by the array of per- 
sonal greetings in chapter 16... . It did 
not, therefore, form a part of the orig- 
inal Letter to the Romans.” On page 
108, the idea is set forth that Paul was 
not converted from Judaism’ to Chris- 
tianity; fis new way of life was simply 
Judaism in its purest and highest form. 
Paul, it is said, mever regarded him- 
self as anything but a loyal Jew. His 
experiences and Epistles are explained 
entirely from a natural, human stand- 
point. For example, in Romans 9 to 11, 
Paul is made to account for Israel’s 
failure by an “ingenious” explanation 
(p. 142). Again, when Paul spoke of 
Jesus as “Lord” he took that title from 
the Greek religion; when he wrote of Him 
as “Christ” (Messiah) he derived that 
word from Judaism (p. 146). All of the 
leading ideas in the New Testament are 
either Jewish or Gentile, with no atten- 
tion given to the fact of divine inspira- 
tion. 


Matthew and Luke are supposedly 
based on Mark and the theoretical “Q” 
source. The editor of Luke also used a 
collection called “L,” and the compiler 
of .Matthew used an additional source 
denominated as “M.” Could anything 
be more out of focus with the great truth 
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of the plenary inspiration’ of the Scrip- 
tures? Some readers will be disap- 
pointed in not finding any reference 
whatever to the works of such distin- 
guished New Testament scHolars as A. 
T. Robertson and J. Gresham Machen. 
This seems unusual when seventeen 
pages are devoted to a select bibliog- 
raphy dealing with the field of Biblical 
research in which they specialized. Con- 
trary to the unpretentious preface, this 
volume is actually more than a “first 
reader”; it is a scholarly work from the 
standpoint of liberal theology. 


Piety and Poverty in Chile. By Rob- 
ert Cecil Moore. (The Broadman Press, 
Nashville 3, Tenn., $1.50.) This is a study 
of the economic and social effects of 
Romanism in Chile. It is by a mission- 
ary of twenty-five years’ experience, 
who writes ably and temperately and 
allows the facts of history to speak for 
themselves without the reinforcement 
of obvious comment. For three ‘cen- 
turies this fertile and favored land was 
a closed reserve of Spanish Catholicism. 
After 250 years there were to be found 
in all its borders, according to govern- 
ment census, only seventy-nine foreign- 
ers, all Catholics save four, and one of 
these on the point of becoming a Cath- 
olic. 

That fixes the responsibility of the 
land’s poverty and moral dirt beyond 
the shadow of a doubt. The extent of 
clerical parasitism was almost unbe- 
lievable. In Santiago, in 1610, there were

Meet Yourself in the Bible. By Roy 
L. Laurin. (Van Kampen Press, Chicago 
5; $2.50.) Too often the*sketching of Bible 
characters is dry, uninteresting, and bar- 
ren of help. That is not the case with 
these character delineations. They are 
based on the premise that situations in 
life can be classified into thirty-six basic 
types. The author calls upon us to find 
in God’s Word conquerors of twenty- 
seven situations. Abraham meets and 
conquers the unknown; Ruth, sorrow; 
Thomas, doubt, and so you go through 
the Bible, seeing yourself reflected in 
these people. The effort is made to un- 
veil those traits in Bible characters 
which can most help us today. We find 
the author walking unerringly into many 
secret chambers of our lives. After pre- 
senting life’s problems from twenty- 
seven standpoints, the volume closes 
with a most helpful study of how to 
have victory in Christ. The child of 
God will be greatly helped by following 
the author in his study of the Word. 


Preaching Without Notes. By Clarence 
E. Macartney. (Abingdon-Cokesbury 
Press, Nashville 2, Tenn., $1.75.) “When 
we step into our pulpits, we go as men 
who fave been trusted of God to declare 
the glorious Gospel of the blessed God.” 
This thorough consideration of preach- 
ing ought to be in the hands of every 
minister. “Preaching Without Notes” is 
one of the best and most helpful books 
to come from the prolific pen of Dr. 
Macartney. The author holds that the 
aim of the sermon is to convert souls 
to God’s will in: Christ; evangelical 
preaching alone is the answer for all 
the grave problems confronting the 
church today; and the minister’s life 
vitally affects his preaching. When the 
preacher remembers that his whole life 
follows him into the pulpit, “every self- 
denial he has made . . . will come back 
to him to strengthen his arm and give 
conviction to his voice.”

And then the stalwart GI casualty continued in testi- 
mony in a prayer service: “I was a Christian for ten 
years before I entered the army, but during those ten 
years I did not attempt to lead anyone to Christ.
